of sugar under the Dutch standard of color, 
which are not within the description of the 
treaty. in this respect the treaty has ceased 
to be fair and reciprocal, and should be mod- 
ified, Ihe committee refers to the advan- 
tages that this country enjoys under other 
provisions of the treaty, which, on that ac- 
count, should not be abrogated. 

A LAND GRANT DECISION. 

WaSHINGTON, January 18.—The secretary 
of the interior has decided a question of 
much importance to settlers on lands within 
the Jimitsof railroad grants, where settle- 
ments have beea made after the withdrawal 
of the lands and before the date of definitely 
locating the line of road. The secretary 
holdg that such withdrawal is in operation 
against the settlers, and the settlers are pro- 
tected by the statute up to the time 
the tine of road is fixed. It appears 
that preliminary withdrawals have generally 
been nade in years past for the benefit of 
land grant railroads before the definite loca- 
tion of the roads, and that settlement rights 
have been excluded from the withdrawn 
lands. A large amountof land has been so 
withirawn for the Northern Pacific, the 
Soutiern Pacific, the Atlantic and Pacific. 
the Texas and Pacific, and New Orleans and 
Paciic roads. Secretary Teller’s decision 
opens such lands to settlement and entry 
under the homestead and pre-emption laws 
of tbe United States,

‘The total remission ofthe tax on whisky in 
boid will be the next step. It matters not 
what the tax isifit is to be remitted. Prob- 
aby it is argued that it will be easier hereal- 
te1 to remit fifty than ninety centsa galion.

house. Its passage, lately so easy, will cost an 
efbrt now, even if itis possible. There is a 
di:position growing alarming to break engage- 
mints.

WasHineton, January 18.—An edition of 
the Congressional Record is publissed every 
morning during the sessions of congress, con- 
taning the debates and proceedings of the 
prceding day. The proofof the remarks of 
thbse who have spoken has already been cor- 
retted by them, and they have another op- 
p@tunity for correcting what they are repor- 
tel as having siid before the stereotype piaies 
ar cast from the type pages of the daily edi- 
tim. The quarto edition is printed from the 
stereotype plates and bound at the close ef 
the session in vGlumes of about one thousanc 
piges each, with an index. Of the copies 
thus printed, either the daily edition or the 
qtarto bound edition, the senate receives 3,- 
4H copies and the house 7,250. ‘These are di- 
viled among the senators and representative 8, 
with the officers and libraries of each house, 
pio rata. 

OFFICIAL RECORDS OF THE LATE WAR. 

While on the subject of printing let me say 
that 11,000 copies each of the first six volumes 
ofthe ‘Official Records of the Rebellion” have 
bien published, some of which have been dis- 
thbuted by senators and representatives, while 
others have been sold. Some book dealers 
purchased all the sale edition of the first two 
vilumes, which enables then to charge high 
rates for the sets, but the price is less than 
ose dolilara volume. It is estimated that 
there, will be ninety-six volumes of the work, 
making the aggregate number printed under 
existing laws 1,228,700 volumes. * A biil is be- 
fore the house for printing an extra edition 
of the first two volumes for sale.

The bill 
appropriates $150 000 on account of the sacrifices 
ad services made and rendered by him to the 
ause of American independence and forfeiture of 
he life at the siege before Savannah in 1779. This 
am is asked for as an award and also in full sat.s- 
fction of all pension or other claims his heirs may 
lave against the United States. A sub-committee, 
onsisting of Representatives Smith, of Pennsyl- 
‘oia: Hall, of New Hampshire, and Wise, of Vir- 
zinia, was appointed to investigate and report upon 
he subject to the full committee.

HOAR RE-ELECTED TO THE SEN- 
ATE FROM MASSACHUS8STTS. 


Opposition Develcping in New Jersey to McPherson— 
Windom Losing Ground—Ballots in the Doubt. 
ful Btates— Pattison’s Walk to the Capital— 
Feeling Over Ransom’s Re-Election. 


WasnHineton, January 18.%The balloting 
for United States senator in the Massachu- 
setts legislature was resnmed in joint session 
at noon to-day. The first ballot was G.F 
Hoar 148, J. D. Long 35, 8. W. Bowerman 838, 
Crapo 4, scattering 2. G. F. Hoar was dec!-r- 
ed elected. In the Minnesota legislature 
three ballots for senator were taken. Neces 
sary toachoice 74. On the first ballot Win- 
dom had 58, on the second 67, and on the 
third 55. 
the legis'ature attended the Windom caucus 
last night. It is said that 47 voted fora 
resolution to continue to_ vote for 


him. Windom has lost four or five votes 
on every ballot so far, until be is now fifteen 
short of a majority. The resolution of the 
caucus, however, promises a prolonged contest 
Gordon E, Cole, is being talked of as.a com- 
promise candidate, but the anti Windom 
men may try to concentrate on Governor 
Hubbard. At the Kansas republican cau- 
cus yesterday afternoon, to nominate 
a senator, $Preston B. Plumb received 165 
votes on the first ballott,. being the uaani- 
mous yote of the caucus Ballotting for sen- 
ator commenced on Tuesday. The vote for 
senatorin the Michigan legislature stood: 
Ferry, 56; Stout, 50; scattering among 11 
candidates, 25. In Colorado the republican 
caucus last night to nominate a United States 
senator, again adjourned, The tenth ballot 
stood, Pitken, 21; Taber, 16; Hamill, 11; 
Bowen, 41; Judge Hallett; 1. 

In the Nebraska legislature, three ballots 
for United States senator were taken without 
a choice. 

PATTISON’S MORNING WALK. 

HARRISBURG, January 18.—A few moments 
before noon Governor-elect Pattison, accom- 
panied by Governor Hoyt and the joint legis- 
lative committee, walked from the executive 
mansion to the capitol, where the members 
of the legislature had already gathered. The 
oath of office was administered tothe gov- 
ernor-elect by Justice Trunkey and the goy- 
ernor delivered his inaugural address. Lhe 
people demand, said he, uniformity and 
simplicity in taxation, and its distribu- 
tion in such a manner as that, while all 
shall beartheir just share of the common 
burdens, those shall contribute most who re- 
ceive most, and those suffer least who can 
bear least. ‘“‘I shall urge upon the general 

ssembly,’’ continued the governor, *‘the pas- 
sage of jegislation necessary for carrying inte 
effect the provisions of the constitution of the 
state. Some of the sections of the constitu- 
tion from which most good was expected, 
and most could be secured, have as yet yield- 
ed no measure of benefit, or left any visible 
effect. This is particularly true of article 
seventeen of that instrument regu- 
lating railroad and canal com- 
panies. By tacit consent, a construction 
of that article has been acquiesced 
in by which the great corporate bodies of the 
state have escaped its limitations and been 
exempted from its provisions. They have 
violated it constantly, defiantly and flagrant- 
ly. The people are entitled to have at least a 
fair trial made of their ability to bring the 
vast corporations they have created and foster- 
ed under their just regulation and control. 
* * Competing tel.graph companies have 
consolidated in open violation of law and to 
the public detriment. Citizens of the com. 
monwealth have recently invoked the inter- 
position of the state authorities to prevent 
the continuance of this flagrant wrong. It is 
to be hoped the proceedings thus inaugurated 
will result in the vindication of the constitu- 
tion and establish the adequacy of its powers. 
Corporate lawlessness must be madeas amend- 
able to punishment as personal :awlessness.”’ 

THE RE-ELECTION OF RANSOM, 

Raveicu, N,@wSanuary 18.—The election 
of Ransom gives great pleasure,and his oppo- 
nents, who, it appears, are not numerous, ad- 
mit his ability and successful policy. Many 
republicans who voted against him paid him 
high compliments to-day fer his services to 
the country and the state. A telegram from 
him was read accepting the position. Gov- 
ernor Jarvis, ‘who gwas present at the elec 
tion, sent a telegram. couched in terms of 
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high appreciation. Senator Ransom has 
served eleven years in the senate. LEar- 
nest attempts were made by lead- 
ing republicans to have the vote 


of that party cast solid for Ransom, but they 
failed. The legislature has passed a bill ex- 
tending fortwo yearsthe timefor compro- 
mising, committing, and settling the ‘debt, 
Much of the debt is not yet settled. An ex- 
tension will give time foracomplete ex- 
change of old bonds for new ones. The 
financial condition of the state is shown by 
the reports of the governor and treasurer to 
be far more satisfactory than at any time 
since the war. The legislature is mapping 
out large plans for public improvements in 
addition to the ones now in progress. 
OPPOSITION TO M'PHERSON, 

Trenton, N. J., January 18.—Rev. John 
DeWitt Miller, opening the proceedings of 
the house to-day, prayed that no member 
might be forced to explain to an inquisitive 
constituency when he returned home, how 
having conie to Trenton, he went back ona 
salary of $500 for the legislative session. At- 
torhey-General Stockton arrived from Cuba at 
noon, and was closeted with Leon Abbott 
and Governor Ludlow several hours this af- 
ternoon. Itis understood that a powerful 
combination has been formed against Sena- 
tor McPherson. The senator desired a caucus 
held this week, but could not get the mem- 
bers together. The opposition consider the 
delay favorable to their prospects, It is be- 
lieved that Attorney-Genera] Stockton will 
be the anti-MePheison candidate. If he is 
successful, Leon Abbott wiil be appointed 
attorney-general, Senator McPherson is not 
in the city. 

INDIGNANT MAINE REPUBLICANS, ° 
tocKporT, Me., January i8.- The following 
telegram was sent Senator Hale, in reply to 
his remarksin congress that the opposition 
to Postmaster Rich, at Camden, was vonfined 
tothe family of the ex postmaster. ‘We, 
republicans, doassert that the feelings of in- 
dignation at Camden, against the appoint- 
ment of Rich for postmaster in the place of 
Miller, is not confined to Miiler family sore- 
heads, or disappointed place-seekers, but is 
universal and thought to be a strong blow 
against civil service reform and great injury 
to the party.’’ The signers represent more 
wealth snd steiiting than any other twenty- 
five republicans in the town.

New York, January 18.—During the !ast 
three months chess in New York has received 
an impulse that recalls the daysof 1857, when 
Paul Morphy’s victory over Paulsen in the 
tournament of that year was swiftly 1ellowed 
by victory after victory in match games with 
the best individual players of Europe, and 
the new world learned with surprise and sat- 
isfaction that it was not behind but ahead of 
the old. Morphy’s triumphs were the com- 
mon tpic of conversation. Several clubs have 
pero been founded at yarious times, but all 

ave 


languished or died except 
the Menhattan, which, after  leay- 
ing the university, for many 


years had its headquarters near Chatham 
square on the Bowery. Individual interest 
in chess has meanwhile steadily increased, as 
the score or more chess columns in the week- 
ly newspapers and one of the best chess 
monthlies in the world testify, but several 
attempts in the past two years to organize a 
clubinthe central part of this city have 
failed. The local of the old Manhattan 
cluab—the off-spsing of ‘the Morphy,” to 
which nearly all the surviving membets of 
that temple to Caissa have proved faithful in 
its languishing’ fortunes for many years—to 
its new rooms and central location at No. 110 
East Fourteenth street has trebled its mem- 
bership in afew months, showing that the 
failures were not through lack of material. 
“There is a regular chess boom on the stock 
exchange,’’ said a member to a World report- 
er yesterday. ‘‘We have added more than 
one bundred members lately, and over one- 
balf are from the produce and stock ex- 
changes. With our present low initiation fee 
—only $—and only 75 cents a month dues 
we expect a membership of over five hundred 
before the» year is out. And it may bea 
thousand.”’ 

Mr. Wilhelm Steinitz has been engaged by 
the club for ten afternoons and evenings upon 
hisreturn from New Orleans in February for 
exhibition play. The programme includes 
six games with Captain George H. Macken- 
zie, the local champion, for $20 a game ($15 
to winner and $5 to loser); blindfoid (-imul- 
taneous) games with four members of the 
elub; simuitaneous games with twenty-five 
members, and individal games with players. 
At the whist and chess club in New Orleans 
last week Mr. Steinitz played a game of whist 
and four games of chess, without seeing the 
boards, at the same time; but whether a 
similar exhibition of skili will be given in 
New York has not been decided. Captain 
Mackenzie stands at the very head of Ameri- 
can players, and at one time during 
the late tournament at Vienna it was thought 
that he and Mason (the two Americans) would 
carry off all the honors, an expectation that 
would probably have been verified but for un- 
fortunate circumstances and illness: so that 
tae match with Steinitz wiil’ be watched 
Wiih the greatest interest by chess players the 
world oyer. Additional interest is also given 
to it by Mr. Steinitz refusing to accept Mr. 
Muson’s repeated challenges last fall in Lon- 
don. 

Cuptain Mackenzie visits the club after- 
noons and evenings, to play with the older 
members or to give instructions to those who 
desire to benefit by his experience. Monday 
evenings he plays twenty games simultane- 
ously with as many members. The next ex- 
bibition, on the 22d, will be well worth wit- 
nessing, as nearly ail the players in the pres- 
ent tourney may be pitted against him. Chess 
players visiting the city wili be cordially wel- 
comed at the club, and may be sureof a game 
with Captain Mackeuzie, if they so desire,

Captain Correy 
went to Mr. Field and declared he would dis- 
charge ali his servants and shut up the hotel 
unless the sick people were either removed or 
he was paid $5,000 for allowing them toremain. 
Mr. Field finally consented to pay the $5,000 
under protest and the patients were not dis- 
turbed. At the opening of the October term 
of the Monmouth county court, Judge Scud- 
der called the attention of the grand jury to 
the case, and Captain Correy was indicted as 
above. When the case was called for trial to- 
day the courtroom was crowded, among those 
resent being the defendant, Mr. Field, Cyras 
V. Field, Jr., Mr. and Mrs. Albert Levy and 
a number of people well known in New 
York society. The defendant was repre- 
sented by ex-Governor Bedle, Judge 
Robbins and Messrs.- Vredenburg and 
Nevins. The prosecution is in_ the 
hands of Public Prosecuto: Haight, ex-At- 
torney-General Gilchrist and Mr. Leo G. 
Rosenblatt, of the New York bar. After de- 
nying a formal motion on the part ot the de- 
fendant to quash the indictment, Judge 
Scudder postponed the case till the end of 
the week. There is no precedent known in 
the annals of the Jersey courts, and besides 
the interest which attaches to the trial from 
the high standing of the parties involved, 
some nice legal points are raised, which wil 
be watched with interés: by the legal frater- 
bity. 


A British Vessel Fired On. 
PHILADELPHIA, January 18.—Captain Neats, of the 
English steamer Tangier, at this port from the Med- 
iterranean, reports that after discharging at Cartha 
gena his vessel was fired upon by a party of Span- 
ish marines because he left the port by moonlight 
withouta pilot.

THE MILWAUKEE CRIME. 

MILWAUKEE, January 18.—About 9:30 last 
night, a carriage drove up in front of the jail 
and the sheriff with two deputies took Schel 
ler from his cell to the carriage. Sheriff 
Bentley arfll deputies then entered and were 


hurriedly driven to the house of correction, 
where it was at first intended he should: be 
placed. On reaching the hause, the inspector 
was absent. The officers in charge refused to 
receive the prisoner. A consultation was 
held between the sheriff and deputies, and it 
was decided to remove him from the city. It 
is said that he was taken te Racine on the 
midnight train, but a gentleman from Racine 
said he was sure that he was not there. It is 
reported from a trustworthy source 
that Scheller was taken to Wauke- 
sha, and is locked up in jail at 
that place. Officials at the sheriff's office 
stated this afternoon that Scheller had been 
taken away but would be brought into Mil- 
waukee municipal court on any day set for 
examination, but further they would say 
nothing either about the removal or where 
he was taken. When Scheller was brought 
out of jail he uttered scarcely a word. ‘This 
is pretty rough to have such a charge as this 
hanging over you;”’ was all he was heard to 
say. He seemed to be almost completely 
broken down, and followed the officersin a 
dazed sort of way, as though he hard y knew 
what he was doing. Shenff Bentley return- 
ed from Madison this morning, refusing infor- 
mation of any kind, which confirms the belief 
that Scheller is in Dane county jail. The 
district attorney stated to a press agent that 
Scheller’s preliminary examination. will not 
behadunal after the inquest is finished, 
which will take fully a week. In the absence 
of the statement promised by the landlord, 
Antisdale, to the press, it is positively impos- 
sible to figure outthe number of bodies yet 
in the ruins, butit is supposed to be from 
twelve to thirteen, which will make the total 
number of victims seventy-five te eighty-five. 

Two bodies and several small pieces of re- 
mains were recovered from the ruins this 
forenoon, making forty-five in all. Of these 
four have been identified since the search be- 
gun, which, with nineteen originally at the 
morgue, makes twenty-three identified, and 
sixty-four dead in all. The search will be 
finished to-morrow. 

A FATAL EXPLOSION? 

San Francisco, January 18.—A dispatch 
from Seattle, W. T., says: The explosion on 
the steamer Josephina occurred while the 
passengers wereat dinner. The crown sheet 
went straight up through the forward cabin 
and the pilot house, carrying Jobnson, the 
man at the wheel, high up in the air, causing 
his instant death. Cap*tain Bailey, who was 
on deck was killed. Neither he nor Purser 
Tanner were seen after the explosion.

LUKE DRISCOLL’S DEATH FROM HYDROPHOBIA. 


BALDWINSVILLE, N. Y., January 18.—Luke 
Driscoll, aged twenty, died here last night of 
hydrophobia. The disease showed itself on 
Thursday. The next day it was necessary to 
fasten him to the bed with a cord running 
around his feet, legs and body, up to his 
neck. A padded webbing was put over his 
shoulders and tied to the headboard. On 
Saturday he had seventeen fits, lasting frum 
fifteen minutes to four hours. When in one 
of the fits he snapped and bit at any object 
extended toward him, and growled and 
barked like a dog. He was not a strong boy, 
but when in convulsions, though tied to the 
bed, it required the strength of five men to 
control him. Lying on his back thus bound, 
he seized a chair in which his father, a man 
of 200 pounds weight, was sitting by the bed 
and held it out at arm’s length. He was bit- 
ten by a dog about one year ago. 

FATALLY SHOT HIS WIPE. 

St. Hevena, Cal., January 18.—J. O. 
Rourke shot four times and fatally wounded 
his wife, this morning. Recovery is impossi- 
ble.

Between the 
depot and the court-house square several new 
dwellings are nearly finished. The old stores 
that were burned last year have 
been replaced by fine buildings, with modern 
improvements. -Mr. Bradshaw has greatly 
improved his residence and many other im- 
provements are going on. 

The Georgia Methodist Female college, 
known to many of our readers as the South- 
ern Masonic Female college, is now the 
property of the north Georgia conference of

Twelve Thonsand Dollars Werth of Jewelry Stolen on

the requisite too s for the accomplishment 
of their de signs. Jhere wasno attempt to 
use ac mbination to get into the safe, but 
work was commenced atonce and in a de- 
termined manner in order to get through ex- 
pediously and tbus have better chance of 
escape. The strangest thing connected with 
this rob2ery is that it could have been perpe- 
trated and carried out so successfully, the 
store being situated in . such an open place 
right wn the pubiic thoroughfare and being 
situated right underthe bright rays of an 
electric light,opposite a hotel and other prom- 
inent places. The safe, as we stated 
before. is one of Herring’s 
pest make, and notwithstanding’ the 
skill and experience of the burglars, it must 
have resisted their labors tor some time and 
required hard work. ‘Ihe doors of the safe 
were prizea open evidently with a large piece 
of iron, the pressure being very great-so much 
so that the iron leaf was completely mg 
off and the hinges tothe door torn asunder. 
Everything ofa valuable nature was taken, and 
as far as we could ascertain from Mr. Des- 
bouillons, who has the sincerest sympathy of 
the community in his heavy loss, the follow- 
ing com prise s a list of thearticles stolen: Plain 
void rings to the value of tive handred dollars.

Bracelets to the value of two thousand 
dollars—besides other articles of a_malscella- 
neous character to the value of two thousand 
dollars. In addition tothis his wife’s dia- 
mond earrings, of great variety and value, 
were also taken. valued at six hundred dol- 
liars. There was also in. cash five hundred 
Jollars which Mr. Desbouillons had failed to 
Mposit on Tuesday merning. Mr. Desbouil- 
lons estimates his loss ut from ten thousand 
to tweive thousand dollars, exclusive of his 
cash, but it is impossible for him to give any 
eorrect information until he can take an 
account of lisstock. Itis probable that it 
will exceed rather than be below this amount. 
This is the third time witbin a week that we 
ire called upon fo chronicle the work of 
vurglars in our midst.

These safeguards, once secured afd rigidiy main- 
tained, will prove of incalculable benefit—first, to 
the producer: second, to the consumer, and, third, 
to the railroads themselves They will enable the 
farmer to dispose of his crop and to derive a rea. 
sonable profit from the avails of it, and give new 
life and energy to the businessand conmerce of the 
state, and remit the railroads to the positionot 
commou carriers, Where the law and their charters 
place them. They will enabie the consumers to sub- 
ply himself with the staples of life ata fair price, 
und willgive the railroads not only a fair compen- 
sation, but will eonduce toa feeling of good-wi.i 
and helpfulness toall concerned. 

The fixing of passenger fares and maxi- 
mum treight rates by the legislature, in ad- 
dition to a thoroughly equipped commis- 
sion, would be an interesting experiment, 
but, in our opinion, it would be a failure.

I took the studs out of my bosom, rammed ‘em in 
the gun, and shot the quail. It saved my life, but 
it was an expensive meal.’’ 

‘There was deep silence for a moment, broken by 
Gabe Case’s cry of ‘‘Here comes the quail.’’ 

Mr. Walcott put on his eyeglasses and proceeded 
to dissect the birds at once. They were flanked by 
green peas and boiled onions, and were on toast as 
usual, The bonesof the first quail were cleaned in 
seven minutes asif by an area cat, and it took five 
and a half minutes more todemelish the second.

He did not appear to 
be quite so hungry as usual.

ATLANTA, January 3.—AJl through northern 
Georgia, excepting the heart of the Blue Ridge 
mountains, where the agricultural lands are ex- 
ceedingly lean, the spirit of improvement is 
abroad.

Men 
are engaged in turning cotton stalks and ia manur 
ing their lands intended for cotton this year. There 
isan air of general prosperity over this secfion ‘of 
Georgia. Itis hard totell where this presperity 
begins and where it ends. The white people look 
contented and well-to-do. The blacks look happy. 
Allare at work. Allarecheerful. Unlike the peo- 
ple of South Carolina, they have quit talking 
about the war, quitdamning the ‘infernal Yan- 
kees.’’ They have taken hold of. work and are, to- 
day. making money. The farming is rapidly

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NATIONAL ENSILAGE, 


A Congress te Meet in New YVeork—CGeorgia’s Intercet 
in the Movement. 
Special to The Constitution. 

New York, January 12.—On the 24th of this 
month a convention will be heldin New York 
that promises to be of much interest to the 
agricultural portion of Georgia’s population. 


The gathering will be known as the Nationa! 


Ensilage congress. It will be remembered 
that the first congress of this character was 
held on the 25th of January, 1882. Many farm- 
ers and others present then desire to again as- 
semble in order to compare experiences. 
Among southern states it is gratifying to 
know that Georgia takes the lead in this en- 
terprise, and the results obtained there wil] 
form an important item in the proceedings of 
the congress. Those who come with reports 
will be expected to have written statements 
as to actual weights, measurements, etc., as 
they apply ty the land culti- 
vated, manures, fertilizers and seed 
used and produced pe racre; the cost of labor. 
teams and power per ton of ensilage; also the 
comparative gain or loss in weight or product 
of milk or butter as compared to the feeding 
Oo! bay or other dried fodder. These reports 
must be as concise as possible. Another im.- 
portant matter to be considered is Spe cimens 
ofthe simplest farm book keeping. Prepa- 
rations will be made for a full discussion of 
the economies of mechanics and improved 
methods relating to agriculture by men who 
know how to make farming pay. 

Mr. J. B. Brown, the secretary of the con- 
gress, informs me that the recent article 
written by Mr. Grady for Tue Constitution 
will be read, together with the experience 
and practical results obtained by State 
Commissioner Henderson. Yesterday I 
met at a down town restaurant 
Howard Smith, of Atlanta, who 
gave mean interesting talk on the subject of 
engilage. Heisa member of the congress 
and will be present on the 24th. Mr. Smith 
is from New York state originally, but years 
avo chose Atlanta as his home. I started an 
ensilage pit just one week earlier than’ Mr. 
Orme,whose experiment has been written up. 


I had long been interested in ensilagé, and 
having seen it a success in many 


parts of the north, resolved to try itin At- 
lanta.’’ 

As Mr. Smith’s experience is 
give hisstatement astold me while testing 
the merits of a juicy New York tenderloin. 
Said he: ‘*My silo pit cost me jnst forty-five 
dollars. The dimensions were ten feet deep, 
five wide and ten long. I dug ‘five feet below 
the surface, and then extended it five feet 
above ground, I stood up joists two by four 
inches around the inside and then sealed it 
with inch boards. I then covered the whole 
with a coating of carbolic acid for preserva- 
tion, and protected it with .ashingle roof 
from the weather. Under the plank floor I 
placed stone, and made a rubble drain to 
carry off the water, haviog originally selected 
a hillside fur the pit, giving me perfect drain- 
age. The above ground part of the silo I 
banked with dirt. I kept a close account of 
everything, and this part of the work cost, as 
already stated, forty-five dollars. Then com- 
menced the process of filling. I put in corn 
stalks, green, pea vines, millet, potato vines, 
crab grass,rag weed,etc. Llused rag weed 
because I bad not enough other materia! on 
my place, which’ is smal’, only eleven acres 
in all. I did thisin November, 1881, and in 
December the same year, one month later, I 
opened the silo and found the contents tresh 
and sweet as could be desired It was much 
better than in any | had seen in Virginia. I 
had seen Hexalil’s two years before; his forage 
came out brown, while mine came out bright 
in color. At tirst, as with Commissioner 
Henderson's experience, my cattlegfould not 
at the ensilage, but by mixing it with a little 
bran ‘aud salt they soon ate it readily, and, 
later I ted it with no condiments. 

After the shrinkage, | méasured the pit and 
found I had just 620 bushels of feed, which 
had cost me 8'4 cents per bushel, or two and 
seven-tenths mills per pound. Bailey's book 
on ensilage places the cost at one mill per 
pound, but I did not attain that figure, po Si- 
bly it can be made that low. Now I! calculated 
that my six hundred and twenty bushels of 
ensilage would feed two horses and one cow 
just eight months, and my estimate was cor- 
rect. The cowl owned then was a poor one 
and I resolved to sell her, but imagine how 
surprised I was to find that while fattening 
her on ensilage for selling, she increased over

one-third in milk and much richer butter. 


This statement may be new, but I make it be- 
lieving it will be valuable to Georgia farmers. 
There can be no doubt as to the value of 
it gives us better stock, richer 
manures, and saves money.” 

Touching on Georgia farmers, Mr. Smith 
said: ‘‘Il consider the system of ensilage of in- 


calculable benefit to our southern farmers. 


My neighbor Adair, keeps seventeen cows, 
runs a nice dairy farm, and yet carts out his 
food from the city to feed with. This is sui- 
cidal; but with the old way of farming it is 
no more than can be expected. The people need 
to educate themselves to an higher standard 
in all branchesf and then they will be better 
prepared to understand and practically carry

city, in return for which the council agreed to pay 
seventy five dollars per month. Every white pa- 
tient, whose care fell on the city, has been sent to 
us, and we have received every one of them, and 
have always had room for more. Besides this, we 
have provided for, in our home department, a large 
number of persons, who may be called paupers, 
most all of whom would have beén chargeable to 
if we had not assumed the burden of their 

All these persons, both in the hospital 
we have supplied 


the city, 
support. 
andinthe home d partment, 
with lodging, fuel, diet, nursing, and medical at- 
tendance by the city physicians. We ktave had a 
competent matron, who is herself a graduated phy- 
sician, ard whe, in many cases of emergency, has 
rendercd valuable service. 

During the year justclosed, we have received 
and entertained (including those remaining over 
from last year) one hundred and fifty-eight persons. 
Of these seventy-seven were inthe hospital and 
eighty-one in the home department. To these per-« 
sons we have afforded, in the aggregate, six thous 
and eight hundredand thirteen Cays entertain- 
ment,to-wit: To those in the hospital two thousand 
one hundred and thirty-two days; and to those in 
the bome department, four thousand six hundred 
and «izhty one days. Our books show the names 


of all these persons, witha brief description of 
each, acd with the d:‘te of entrance and 
discharge of each. These books, and 
also ali our books-of accounts are open to your inp-

in return for the service rendered, we have drawn 
from city treasury eight hundred and twenty-five 
dollars, the payment of seventy-five dollars for tbe 
month of December being stilidve. Yet we have 
expended during the year, up to December Ist, 
seventeen hundred and twelve doLars and thirty- 
three cents. To thismay be added the estimated 
expense for Decem ber—say $140 0U,mnaking > 1852.83 
The surpius over what the city has paid us, to-wit: 
the sum of eight hundred and eighty-seven dollars 
and thirty-three cents, to which may be added 
$140 00, the estimated expense for December, mak 
jug $1,052 33, has been obtained by our own appeals 
to the liberality of privaie citizens; and, besides

this, we have been supplied by the benevolence of + 


our friends, with provisions, medicines and iuel, in 
cousiderable amount, whose money Value is not 
included in the above statement. With these re- 
sources. we have succeeded in making our inmates 
very comfortable; in faet, they have probably had 
better fare and better accommioda than must 
of them have t {

our table and of allour ropms, on any day in the 
year, and es often as may be desired, is invited. 

’ The mortality among the hospital patients has 
been very great. With only seventy-seven patients, 
we have had ten deaths, which is ac the rate of one 
hundred and thirty per thousand. This exhibit 
appears to be frightful indeed, yet it is uot surpri- 
sing when the causes of these deaths are regarded. 
Two were brought to usin a moribund condition; 
one was burned, atleast one-third of the whole 
body having been exposed to the flames; one died 
of Bright's disease of the kidneys; one from cancer 
of the stomach, and five from consumption, Four 
of these last came to us ina very late stage of the 
disease. and the fifth one lived only three months, 
Iam glad to be able to say that not one has died 
whose disease was curable. la the home depart- 
ment with eighty-one persons, we “had only three 
deaths; two from consumption and one from gas- 
tritis. 

{ am constrained, however, to express the opin- 
jon that the present arrangement for the medical 
treatment of the hospital patients is not expedient. 
The city physicians discharge the duties by turns, 
each one serving for a period of two months and 
then giving place to another. Thee frequent 
changes are not conducive to the welfare of the 
patients. I respecifully suggest that it would be 
well for the city council to appoiit one phyrician 
wheese sole duty it shal) be to attend to this institu- 
tion, to virit the same twice each day, and to give 
medical treaunent to personsin the home depart- 
ment as Well asin the hospital. I also suggest that 
a dispensary, to be supplied with medicines by the 
city, should be attached to the institution. 

So far as [xnow, thisis the only institution in 
the city, or county, unless the poor houge be ex- 
cepted, where no compensation for board? nursing 
and medical treatment is ever accepted in any case. 
it isa pure unmixed charity. I see noreason why 
the city should not assume the whole burden, and 
take the entire care of its own patpers. Yet the 
hoard of trastees of this institution are ready and

willing to aid the city in so good a work, not ex 
pec ing nor desiring any fee 
reward for their services. There 


will always be some who consider it a priv- 
ilege to give; we are willing to collect their con- 
tributions, to disburse the funds and to take al) 
the trouble of the management. So far asl know. 
nothing better or cheaper has been suggested. The 
city does not pay haif the expense actually tn- 
curred, -Under these circumstances, I respectfully 
submit to your honor, and to the city council, 
whether the propriety ofan increased appropria- 
tion for our benefit might not well be considered.

A CALL FOR SPECIMENS OF GEORGIA PRO-

j HEREAS, HERE TOFORE TO-W IT, IN TH! 
month of November last, the following com- 
munication was received by me, as Govérnor of th. 
State, from the Secretary of the New En gland Man- 
ufacturers and -Wechanics’ Institute, of Boston 
Mass., to-wit: 
“New England Manufacturers and Mechanics’ In 
stitute, Treasurer’s Office 38 Hawle y st., 
‘Boston, Mass,, October 80, 1282. 
“To His Excellency, the Governor of Georgia: 

“Dear Sir—In behalf of the New England Manu- 
facturers and Mechanics’ Institute, and by the 
authority of its official board, | hereby extend to 
the State of Georgia a cordial invitation to makean 
exhibit of its agricultural products and resour 
at the third annual fairof the Institute, whic? wi'! 
be opened thé first week of September, 7° °3, n.d 
continue untila dayin Novembertobe: tormiued 
hereafter. 

‘An invitation of like tenor has been Fent to the 
Governor of every one of the Southern succs. The 
purpose of the proposed exh bition is to ‘afford an 
opportunity to all those Statesand Territories which 
wish for seitiers from the North to present, in prac- 
lical shape, examples of the products of the: soil 
iliustrative of its ads iptability to the various 
branches of planting, farming and horticulture. 
The new railway syst emo of the great West will be 
invited to make asimilar exhibition at the Ivsii- 
tute, that the North may thus become for tne time 
being the arena in which the South and West may 
compete with each other for that surplus popula- 
tion which yearly leaves New England in search of 
homes elsewhere. 

“The invitation is forwarded at this early day 
that your Excellency mey have amoele time to con 
sider the subject, and to make such suggestions 
thereon to the Legislature of your State as you may 
déem appropriate. With high consideration, I am

And whereas, the above commupication was sub- 
mitted by me to the General Assembly of the State 
at the last session for their consideration and such 
action as they might deem properin the premises, 
whereupon the General Assembly passed the fol- 
lowing Resolution, to-wit:
